GOVERNORS meeting at Atlantic City 
were tendered advice in the field of m u ­ 
nicipal management. It was relevant ad­ 
vice becau se cities of most states have be­ 
come m ere branches of state government 
and mu st look to the state for au thority to 
act. 
A report prepared especially for the 
governors recommended: 
Development of 
federations of local governments within a 
metropolitan area to solve problems su ch 
as water su pply and sewage disposal. Es­ 
tablishment of mu lti-pu rpose special dis*- 
tricts to provide services necessary to an 
entire metropolitan district, su ch as tran­ 
sit. Enlargement of the fu nctions of cou nty 
governments in highly organized areas to 
provide for needs now being inadequ ately 
m et by separate local governments. 
There are 172 su ch metropolitan areas in 
the United States and they contain 56 per 
cent of all the nation's popu lation. They 
are growing and 
the problems increase 
with growth. 
There will no dou bt be state laws and 
program s taking accou nt of u rban prob­ 
lems. In the near fu tu re the programs will 
have to be tackled on an emergency basis, 
which will be far less satisfactory than if 
they are met in an orderly way. 


C R IM ES BY EX-CONVICTS 
STATISTICS of the criminal cou rts dis­ 
close that the great majority of crimes are 
committed by ex-convicts — persons who 
have been released by reason of the na­ 
tion’s somewhat sloppy system of pu nish­ 
ment. 
Daily there are reminders of the weak­ 
nesses of the penal system, resu lting in 
most cases from excessive leniency. 
In some remote Eskimo commu nities 
the crime of theft is pu nished less dras­ 
tically for perhaps one or two offenses, bu t 
after that the cu lprit is killed. 
The United States will never adopt su ch 
a cru el and primitive system, bu t certain­ 
ly the present regime of frequ ent paroles 
and short-term sentences, too often accom ­ 
panied by ju stice-defeating technicalities, 
postponements and other obstru ctive tac­ 
tics, is not working. 
There are many actu al and potential 
criminals who can be deterred only by 
prompt, drastic pu nishment. 


SHORT ON COLLEGES 
NEW YORK, most popu lou s of the states, 
has a higher edu cation problem. There is 
not room in the state's colleges for all the 
high school gradu ates who want to attend. 
The su rplu s stu dents have been enrolling in 
the colleges of other states. 
Bu t other 
states are ru nning into over-enrollment. 
Eventu ally America is going to have to 
deal with the problem of screening stu ­ 
dents for aptitu des. There is no point in en­ 
larging schools of higher learning—u nless 
this can be done withou t cost to the taxpay­ 
ers—merely to accommodate all who have 
the money to attend regardless of fitness. 
A you th shou ld be trained according to his 
aptitu des. If these su ggest forsaking nor­ 
m al college cou rses in favor of technical 
training or an indu strial apprenticeship, 
the you th wou ld be mu ch better equ ipped 
for making a living.

Georgc E. Sokolskv a 
These Days 


It is dfificu lt to u nderstand how anyone 
can hate his native land, its traditions, its 
way of life, as mu ch as William Z. Foster, 
top Commu nist of the United States, dis­ 
plays in his book, “ The Twilight of World 
Capitalism.*’ Foster hates with passion, 
with 
u nreasonable passion. Apparently, 
early in life, he revolted against his envir­ 
onment, his family and his religion. Foster 
tells of it himself: 
“ My break with religion had a consider­ 
able material effect u pon the cou rse of my j 
life. My mother had long wanted to make 
a priest of me, and her wishes were s e c - ; 
onded by Father Joseph O’Connor, a noted 
orator of St. Theresa’s Chu rch in Philadel­ 
phia, and a friend of mine. He offered to 
send me to a Jesu it college to be edu cated 
for the priesthood. He and my mother 
were both disappointed, however, when I 
let it be known to them that my reading 
had already taken me far and away be­ 
yond the control of the Catholic Chu rch.” 
This is what William Z. Foster wrote 
abou t the United States in 1949 when this 
nation had ju st emerged victoriou s from 
the most perilou s w ar in its history: 
‘American imperialism is like a mon­ 
strou s, all-consu ming spider. It has su cked 
u p most of the available gold su pplies of 
the capitalist world and hoarded them 
away at Fort Knox; it has made nearly 
every capitalist nation in the world its 
debtor; it is stripping the variou s capital­ 
ist nations of their foreign markets, of their 
economic strength, and of their national in­ 
dependence. 
“ It has set u p a more or less definite con­ 
trol over all the important capitalist cou n­ 
tries in the world. Now it is stretching ou t 
its claws for the U.S.S.R., the Eu ropean 
new democracies, and the colonial and 
semi-colonial cou ntries, in the hope that it 
can overwhelm and devou r them at its 
leisu re. This is the parasitic, cannibalistic 
role of American capitalism in the world 
today.’* 
This is not an alien living in the United 
States in sheep's clothes. These are not the 
words of a foreigner who came to this 
cou ntry becau se he believed that its streets 
were paved with gold and was disappoint­ 
ed that he had to work for a living. 
These are the words of a native born , 
American, edu cated in ou r schools, spend­ 
ing his childhood not in the slu ms of ou r 
big cities bu t in the New England town life 
of Tau nton, Massachu setts. It is difficu lt 
to u nderstand what influ ences, in school, 
at home, in chu rch made him despise the 
land of his birth. Fu rther, in the same vein, 
he wrote: 
“ The United Nations is a casu alty of 
American imperialism’s drive for world 
empire. . .the United States, u nable to u ti­ 
lize the U. N. effectively for its power pol­ 
icy game, proceeded to bypass that organ­ 
ization altogether in m any important m a t­ 
ters. Among these were its infamou s Tru ­ 
man Doctrine of fomenting civil war in 
Greece and other cou ntries: its Marshall 
Plan to bring all the capitalist cou ntries of j 
Eu rope u nder its economic, political, and 1 
military control; its arbitrary du mping of 
the Yalta and Potsdam agreements; 
its 
cu ltivation of reactionary regimes in G e r - ! 
many and Japan in order to u se these 
cou ntries 
as 
military 
interference 
in 
the U.S.S.R.; its arbitrary interference in 
the Chinese civil w ar on the side of t h e 
feu dalistic Chiang Kai-shek regime; 
its 
bru tal su bju gation and exploitation of the 
peoples of Latin America; and the forma­ 
tion of the military alliance, the North At­ 
lantic Pact. . .*’

DIET A N D HEALTH 


Severe Su mmmer Heat 
May Rob Body Of Salt 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESIN, M. D. 
IS the hot w eather getting you 
down? T hen watch you r aalt 
su pply. Maybe you ’re not getting 
enou gh. 
I t ’s more im portant th an ever 
du ring the hot su m m er m onths 
for you to gu ard against salt de­ 
ficiency. Excessive sweating robs 
you r body of needed salt. 
Perspiration contains sodiu m 
chloride—or salt. 
Inadequ ate Su pply 
If you r salt su pply is Inade­ 
qu ate, or has become severely 
depleted, the blood volu me is 
redu ced. This m eans interference 
with the su pply of oxygen and 
other elements essential to the 
body tissu es. 
You r body doesn't give u p eas­ 
ily. It makes strenu ou s efforts to 
rem ain alive. It m ay even release 
vital su bstances from the cells in 
an attem p t to replace the normal 
balance in the flu ids. 
W hen this is necessary, you r 
health is dam aged and you r life 
m ight be in danger. 
Usu al Symptoms 
Symptoms of salt deficiency 
u su ally are loss of the will to 
work, weariness, dizziness, heat 
cram ps or prostration. In some 
extreme cases, death m ight even 
resu lt. 
U nless you r d oc tor advises 
otherwise, it ’s a good idea to salt 
you r foods liberally du ring hot 
weather. 
Above all, don’t try any self- 
im p os e d s a l t - f r e e or s a l t - 


restricted diets this time of the 
year. Of cou rse. It’s never a good 
tdea to try any su ch diets w ithou t 
the advice of you r physician. 
Limited Diet 
If he has already placed you 
on a limited salt diet becau se of 
kidney, h e a rt or liver 
disease, 
better check with him again to 
see w hether he wants you to 
m aintain it over the 
summer 
months. 
In extremely hot weather, 
a 
dally ration of salt as 
high as 
three-qu arters of an o unce m ight 
be needed to keep y o u co mfo rt­ 
able. It may be pretty difficult to 
u se th a t m u ch on you r foods and 
maybe a cou ple of salt tablets 
each day will help. 
In addition to salt, you also loee 
a great deal of flu id throu gh per­ 
sp ira tion. So d rink p le nty of 
water and o« r*?TTlu ids. You might 
need as m any as eight 
glasses a 
day if the w eather Is re£ lly hot. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
G C : I am taking care of my 
mother, who is bedridden. How 
can I prevent her getting bed 
sores? 
Answer: Bed sores are cau sed 
by prolonged pressu re on ths 
skin. They can be prevented by 
moving the person to different 
positions often du ring the 
day 
and by keeping the skin dry. 
A special type of m attress to 
change the pressu re to different 
areas of the body has been 
de­ 
vised. Why not try one?

increase will continue indefinitely . 
Mass education has arriv ed, and 
some educators are not sure they 
can handle it. 
The 47-y ear-old neop hy te p resi­ 
dent, making his first p lunge into 
univ ersity administration, has no 
doubts the p roblems will be met 
and good will come of it.
